As to the Trumpery pour’d upon us daily 
for Anacreonticks, Horatian Odes, or Imita- 
tions of Wailer, it would be doing them 
too much Honour to fpend Time in point- 
ing out the Impertinence of their Preten- 
Gions: But I will, in Obedience to your De- 
fire, defcribe how fuch nice Performances 
ought to be executed, in order to ftand the 
Teft’ of a critical Examination, and be 
really deferving fome little Notice.

Respecs executed at YORK, 


O* Saturday, Nov. 1. eleven of the 
condemn’d Rebels, wz. George Ha- 
milton, Edward Clavering, Jobn James Fel- 
dens, Daniel Frazier, William Conolly, James 
Sparks, Charks Gordon, Angus M‘Donald, 
Fames Mayne, Benjamin Mafon, and William 
Dempfcy, who were order’d for Execution 
that Day, were brought from the Caftle 
in three Sledges; but as they were coming 
down Caftlegate, one of his Majefty’s Mef- 
fengers brought a Reprieve for Fcllens, who 
was immediately taken out of the Sledge, 
and carried back to the Caftle. 

When the other ten came to the Place of 
Execution, they walked up to the Gallows, 
without the leaft Concern, where they prayed 
very devoutly, After which Capt. Hamiltom 
mounted the Ladder firft, Frazs:r the next, 
and the reft in Order, When they had been 
fome Time upon the Scaffuld, feveral Papers 
were difpers’d by Clawerinz, Mayne, and 
Majon, jultifying what they had done, 
which were immediately gathered iP and 
given to the Under-Sheriff. Capt. Hami4on 


F faid nothing at the Gallows, but behaved 


with great Decency. Ma/foz often call’d opoa 
him to avow the Caufe for which they fuf- 
fer’d, but he cid not make him any Anfwer, 
After about half an Hour fpent in Pray- 
er, they were all tied up; and the Boards 
of the Scaffolding (under the Gallows) which 
they ftood upon were drawn away, When 
they had hung ten Minutes, the Execu- 
tioner cut them down, laid their Bodies on 
a Stage, and ftripped them naked, Hamuil- 
ton’s Heart was firft taken out, which the 
Executioner threw into the Fire, crying 
out, Gentlemen, bebold the Heart of a Traitor. 
When he came to the laft Man, which 
was Frazier, he faid, Gentlemen, bebold the 
Heart of the laff Traitor: God fawe Kng 
George. Upon which the somone gave 
a loud Huzza. Then he fcored each of 
their Arms and Legs, but did not cut them 
off ; and when he had finithed that Part of 
the Operation, he chopp’d off their Heads, 
beginning with Frazer, and ending with 

Hamilton, which finithed the oe 
ree 
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Three nam’d for this Execution were 
répricved, as were afterwards 45 more, 
among whom were Sir David Murray ; and 
on Saturday, Nov. 8, the eleven following 
were executed, wiz. Dadid Row, Wm, Hun- 
ter, Fobn Endfworth, Yokn M‘Clean, Jobn 
M'Gregcr, Simon M'Kenfie, Alexander Par- 
her, Thomas M‘Gennis, Archibald Kennedy, 
Sames Thompfor, and Michael Brady, They 
all behav’d with great Decency. 

Nov. 15. ames Reid, one of the Rebels, 
was drawn from the Cajtle to Tyéurz, 
where he was executed according to his 
Sentence. He behaved very devoutly, 
pray'd fervently, and fung Part of a Pfalm. 
—— Daniel Diff, David Ogiivic, and Da- 
wid Wilkie, who were to have fuffer’d the 
fame Day, obtain'd his Majefty’s Reprieve.

N Nov. 21, Charles Ratcliffe, Efq;

pray’d that Council might be affign’d him; 
accordingly the Court granted him Mr. 
Foddreil and Mr. Ford for his Council, and 
order’d him to be brought up to Wefminfter 
the Monday following. 

Accordingly, on that Day, Now. 24, he 
was again brought to the Bar, but refufed to 
hoid up his Hand, or acknowledge any Ju- 
rifdition over him, but that of the King of 
France, where he had lived about 30 Years, 
infifting on a Commiffion he had in his 
Pocket from the French King ; but on hear- 
ing his former Indictment and Convittion, 
which were read to him in Englifh, he faid 
he was not the Céaries Rarcliffe therein nam- 
ed, but that he was the Earl of Derwent- 
water, and his Council informed the Court, 
that this was the Plea he relied on; to 
which the Attorney General replied, with 
an Averment of his being the fame Charles 
Ratcliffe; and thereupon Iffue was joined.

The Enemy began to recover from the 
Dilorder, which had continued for a long 
Time among them, Their Cavalry had a- 
fain put themfelves in Order of Battle in 
feveral Limes along the Caufeway of Tongres, 
having Batteries and about four Battalions 
upop their Right. Our Artillery had be- 
come ufelefs, becaufe of the too great Dif- 
tance ; fo that there was no longer any At- 
tack upor our Right.

therein were put to the Sword, and we 
‘made a great Number Prifoners. This bold 
Enterprize had led us to one of the moft com- 
pleat Victories, if the Day had not been fo far 
fpent. At Five o’Clock the Marthal, at the 
Head of the Cavalry of the right Wing, 
enter’d the Enemy’s Camp. The Village 
of Liers, which had not, been attacked fo 
foon as intended, was abandoned by the. E- 
nemy, who feeing themfelves obliged to give 
Way, withdrew from thence the greateft 
Part of their Infantry, leaving only fame 
Pickets, which were attacked and reduced 
by ten Battalions under the Command of 
the Chevalier de Beilerfle. 

The Marthal had then his Right at the 
Hill of Vorem, and extended over the whole 
Ground where the Enemy had been in- 
camped, upon whofe Flank he marched, 
and purfued them as far as the Eminences 
which lie between the Village of Liers and 
that of Milmont, During this Interval, the 
Count d’Erres extended the Body under his 
Command towards the Eminences near the 
Votem upon his Left, with 
Defign to endeayour to cut off the Commu- 
nication between the Enemy and their 
Bridges. By our Detachments we were in- 
formed, that tl Durch Artillery was re- 
tiring by the Way of that Village with a 
flender Efcort; upon which the Hu/fars, 
Graffins, and Morlieres were ordered to feiee 
it, which they did’ after putting the Efcort 
to Flight. In this Village and along the 
Maes we took 22 Pieces of Cannon or Hau- 
bitzers, and about fixty Artillery Waggons, 
The Advantage obtained in this Battle 
would have been more confiderable, if all 
our Cavalry could have advanced to the 
Charge; but to the French Infantry this 
Teftimony is due, that upon this Occafion 
they gave the greateft Proofs of Valour, 
We may imagine what Efforts were necef- 
fary to be made for forcing twelve Battali- 
ons, Englifb, Hanoverians, and Heffiars, 
who were the Flower of all the Infantry of 
the Allied Army, and pofted and intrenched 
in Villages at the Head of their Line, which 
was protected by a numerous Artillery, &c, 

The reft of thrs Fournal contains an Account 
of the Lofs fuftained both by the French and 
the Allies, the former of which is, we dope, fa 
extravagantly diminifbed, and the latter fe 
éxtravagantly augmented, that we 7d pot think 
proper to communicate it te the Publick. 
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‘SIR, 
OWEVER trite and worn-out the 
Subjeét before me appears, yet wv 
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ufeful and beneficial Remarks may be made 
on it ; many juft Eulogiums be attempted, 
ftill, in Praife of this very ufeful and de- 
lightful Science. 

The Endeavour to perpetuate the Me- 
mory of great and laudable Actions, feems 
to have intruded itfelf even into the Barba- 
rifm of the moft favage and wild Nations. 
The Indians, the Negroes, the moft unlet- 
ter’d, unform’d Tribes, at prefent amongit 
Mankind, are fond of regiftring the Deeds 
of their diftinguifh’d Countrymen ; and by 
fome rude Symbols, or other, on Trees 
and Stones, or Mounts of Earth thrown 
up, or deep Pitfalls, indicate the Praifes of 
fome deferving Chief, or the Place of fome 
remarkable AGion, 

How productive of Benefit to Society, 
how conducive to Order and Harmony, is 
that amiable Propenfity, fo ftrongly enited 
to the Soul of a thinking Creature, to de- 
fire the Applaufes, and to thirft after the 
Encomiums of his Friends and Affociates! 
Wretches, deftitute of this Principle, who 
deipife the good Opinion of the World, 
whofe Hearts know not the Raptures, and 
Fxultations on the Receipt of deferved Praife, 
are prepar’d for the moft defperate and 
abandon’d Undertakings ; carelefs whether 
they are remcmber’d as the Bleffing, or the 
Curfe of the Species. 

The Soul, in the ABhorrence it feels, the 
Sheck it endures, on the Thought of the 
Ceffation of its Activity, perceives, after the 
Blitsful Expettations of a future State of 
Exiftence, no alleviating Satisfaction eqtal 
to the Reflection of being remember’d by 
Pofterity: Hence our Avidity of doing or 
faying Things worth Remembrance, of dri- 

wing, as it were, for Praife: Nor, as before 
Resa can there be a more rational and 
laudable Defire. I'm apt to imagine, that 
Mankind in their firft Patriarchal State, 
kept Family Memoirs, by fuch Vehicles 
as were then in Ufe, for the future Benefit 
ef their Pofterity ; that by viewing the Re- 
prefentation of theVirtues, or Vices, of their 
Anceftors, they might ftrive to emulate their 
Excellencies, or, on the ecntrary, to abhor 
and defpife Qualities, that were deftru@tive of 
Peace and Order. Several Paffages, in the 
Sacred Chronicle, feem to jwitity fuch a 
ConjeCture, by the Allufions often _intro- 
duc’d into the Mouth of the Speaker, to 
fome remote A@ or Paffage of the Lives of 
their Anceftors. 

The Great and the Powerful feem to have 
relied upon maffy and huge Structures, de- 
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Humanity, and Letters, fpread ite! 
the Face of the Earth, and laid onthe 
dation of fo many more durable Struétures. 
a6 are now the Ornament of every Country 
and Language ; and the Introduétion oj 
that excellent, and truly valuable Art of 
Printing, made the Communication eafy 
A and cheap, to all Ranks of People. Hence 
the various Refinements, and Embellih. 
ments, that diftinguifh, fo remarkably, the 
later Ases of Chriftianity, , 
Fame, now, was not reftrain’d to the 
lofty Tyrant, who could build him(elf into 
a Name, by the Aid of a thoufand Slaves - 
but, like a confin’d Torrent, broke its too 
B feeble Mounds, and in gentle Streams, dif. 
fus'd its enliv’ning Influence to the ref of 
the World. She now expanded her Wings, 
and trumpeted Applaufe or Reproach, alike 
te all; and happy thofe, who can fing with 
the greateft of Poets:

Prodi- 
gully to my Purpofe was the melancholy 
Saying of an old High-Church Beldame, 
upon the fafe Landing of George the Firf, 
who, with a rueful Face and Gefture, told 
her Neighbours, that, alas! now fhe per- 
uiv'd, that G-d was a Prefoyterian. 

There is a Spirit, and a Manfer, an Air C 
of Freedom, that diftinguifhes the Hifto- 
nans of a free Country, from thofe of ab- 
folute Monarchies. How fuperior are the 
Generality of our Hiftorians to Mezeray, 
or Daniel, in this Refpeét ; but happy, if, 
whilft their flavith Principles were laid 
afide, they had confulted their Stile and 
Manner, In (hort, in the latter Refpea, ! D 
can hardly point out one Hiftorian amongft 
us that excels, ‘They are either too nar- 
rative and flat, hike Burnet and Oldmixon, or 
elfe, like Laurence -Echard, exalt themfelves 
fo high in the bombaft Regions of Ro- 
mance, that they make their Readers Heads 
quite giddy ; whilft their Heroes are paint> 
td lise Orondates, or Pharamond, or fome 
luch doughty Blades of Legend 
_ Were the calm Mildnefs of Whitelock, 
join'd to the inquifitive, and generally ho- 
nett, Tarn of Rapin, the Flow of Lord 
Clarendon, and the Corre€tnefs of Carte, we 
fhould mo longer lament the Want of a 
Hiftory of our own Country, that would 
do Honour to our Language: But, at pre- 


fent, Pean’t advife a T, yro to take up with F 


any one Syftem of Hiftory ; but, if he has 
Opportunity, to confult and compare them 
all, for that is the only Road to come at 
Truth. As for thofe who have no Time 
to fpare, I. fhould advife ’em to Rapin; 
hecaufe, tho’ a Foreigner, and with many 
Faults, yet, [ apprehend, his Principles 
better fuited to the Conftitution of a real 
Briton, than moft other general Hiftories,G 
Mot even excepting the Compleat Hiffory it- 
felf. Or, if this be too voluminous, J con- 
ratulate ‘em upon a compendious Hifory 
4 England, juft prefented to the World *, 


the Kind, that can affront no Side of the 
Argument. 

Great Caution fhould be taken, to re- 
member at what Time, and under what 
Adminiftration the Hiftorian wrote; for 
tho’ you may be at a Lofs for the Meaning 
of fome Turns in his Reafoning, the 
Knowledge of this will prefent you, too 
generally, with an infallible Key to it. 

It would not be amifs, if the feveral 
Biographical Writers were confulted, when 
upon the fame Subject in the Hifory; tho’, 
for the generality, they are a moft wretch- 
ed Fry, and fet out with either a profefs’d 
Defign to excufe all Faults in their Heroes, 
or to blacken Characters without Mercy. 

I can’t help thinking it quite proper, in 
reading the Hiffory of England {cjentifically, 
and not merely for Diverfion and Amuie- 
ment, that a Hiflory of Scotland, France, 
Spain, and Germany, fhould be confulted ; fox 
it is but giving fair Play to any one of *em, 
where they are mention’d as at Variance 
with us, to confult their own Hiforiars 
upon the contefted Point. This Method 
would increafe the Knowledge of Chronc- 
logy, and by knowing what Princes reign'd 
fucceffively, in other Countries, and the 
Tendency of ‘their Conduét, our own Af- 
fairs would be very much enlighten’d ; as 
we have ever preferv’d one of the moit 
confiderable Figures in Europe. 

The Prigciples of Geography, and the 


E Vie of Maps, thould be a conftant Attcn~ 


dant upon one’s Reading ; or elfe "tis much 
the’ fame as confulting an Hiftory of 4 
World in the Moon. 

The Pleafure and Entertainment of this 
Study, are equal to any Thing that: can be 
exprefs’d.’ We feem to converfe with our 
Fathers,-and to be in the very Scene ef 
Aftion thé Hiftorian fs deferibing ; we re- 
joice and exult, and then, alternately, we 
glow with Paffion, we melt into Pity, we 
are fill’d with Indignation and Remorfe, 
we fhitder. with Horror; we are im- 
patient’ to trace the Hand of Providence 
to “the Cataftrophe of Affairs, and, im 
private Study, expenence ali the Joys and 
Tumults of Life. - 

The Knowledge of Hiftory opens our 
Minds, informs us what we thould be, ard 
what Paths to thun, renders vs convertible

Extra& of a Letter fiom on board bis Ma- 
jfty’s Ship the Princeffa, at Spithead, 
Oct. 26. 


CTOBER the 1ft, the whole Fleet un- 
O moored, in order to fail to Quiberon, 
On the 2d, our Men of War gave Chace to, 
and drove on Shore, a very fine Freuch Ship 
of 64 Guns. On the 3d we came to an 
Anchor in Quiberon Bay. On the 4th the 
Admiral fummoned the Place to furrender, 
but inftead of fubmitting, the People fled 
and drove away their Cattle. Oé. 5, 6, 
and 7, our Forces being debarked ona 
Kind of Ifland (the Ifthmus being over- 
fiwwed at High Water) the Seamen plun- 
dered all the Coafts, and by fome Accident 
the French Ship before- mentioned took Fire, 
and tho’ the Admiral fent a Party of his 
own Seamen out of his Ship, it was with 
fo ne Difficulty they faved ten Pieces of 
five Brafs Cannon and fome fmall Aims. 
07. 8, the Boats from the Fleet attacked 
and made themfelves Mafters of a {mall 
aland, and took a Captain and 35 Men 
Frifoners of War. The oth and roth the 
Forces embarked again, and the Seamen 
burned feveral \ laces on Shore, and all their 
Veffels and fmall Craft. The rith, we got 
eight more Pieces of Brafs Cannon (24 
Pounders) out of the Prize, Next Day the 
Fleet unmoored, and came.to an Anchor 
under the little Ifland before-mentioned. 
The 13th, our Boats, covered by the light 
Veflels, made themfelves Matters of ano- 
ther fmall IMand, in which there was a 
Caftle, the Garifon.of which, with an Of- 
ficer who ccmmanded there 40 Years, fur- 
rendered Prifoners of War. ‘The 14th and 
15th were fpent in mining and blowing up 
the Places we had taken. 

Of. 15, the whole Fleet unmoored, and 
got under Sail: And on the 26th, by the 
Bleffing of God, we arrived fafely here. 

It is impoffible for me to defcribe the 
Terror of the French, the Panick ftruck 
by our Appearance, and the Mifchief we 
have done them, 


The following is the French Account of the 
late Defcent on the Coaf of Britany, pub- 
hfbed at Paris.

O* Sept. 29. (NN. S.) a Fleet of 56 Ships, 
one thitd of which feem'd to be of 
great Force, were perceived from Port Lous.

Letter from on board bis Majefty’s 
Ship Lenox, Captain Lawrence, at Port- 
Royal in Jamaica, Augult 19, 1746. 


W' arrived here Yefterday, after two 
Months Cruize under the Com- 
mand of Capt, Cornelius M !; our Squa- 
dron confifted of five Sail, wiz. Strafford, 
Plymouth, and Worcefter, 60 Guns; Lenox, 
70 Guns; Milford, 44 Guns; and Drake 
Scop. We had Intelligence of a French Fleet 
being arrived in Port Louis; We were ordered 
to intercept them in their Way to Leogar, 
but before we got up to Windward, they 
got in fafe ; but, as we knew the greatett 
Part of the Convoy were bound to Cape 
Francois, we kept cruizing off Cape Nichola : 
The 3d of Auguff, between two and three 
P. M, {pied 40 Sail to Leeward 3 ditto 
made a Signal to the Commodoue ; he made 
another to the P/ymouth to chace ; foon after 
faw the whole Fleet, confifting of four Ships 
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ee

60 Sail of Merchantmen ; the Plymouth was 
called in at 7 P. M. the Body of the Ene- 
my bore from us S. by E. four Miles ; the

who all went on board. At Seven the 
Enemy bore S. by W. three Leagues, freth 
Breczes all Night; tacking fo often, we 
loft them, till T4ur/day the Fifth of Auguf, 
7. A. M. they were about two Leagues 
from us. At Ten the Commodore m de 
a Signal for the Line ; then the Enemy tack'd 
to the Southward and drew into a Line, 
At Eleven the Worceffer’s Signal was made, 
to lead and bear down to the Enemy, the Le- 
nox following, Strafford in the Center, Ply- 
mouth next, and the Mi/ford to bring up the 
Rear; little Wind till Four in the Afternoon ; 
the Breeze frething gave us Spirits, expecting 
to be up with the Enemy in four Glaffes ; to 
the Surprize of every Body the Milford was 
order’d to chace. About a Quarter after 
Four the Commodore made a Signal for us 
and the Worcefer to fhorten Sail, and to 
haul in a Wind, Ditto made a Signal for 
all Cruifers. The Enemy about three 
‘Miles off, who, no doubt, were furprifed at 
our Proceedings, chafed us at Seven; they 
fired fevera! Shot at the Drake: The /for- 
cefter haled us, and {aid it was the Commo- 
dore’s Orders we fhould lay in the Rear, 
upon which we fhortned Sail, and fell into 
our Station. Before Eight two large Ships 
of the Enemy were clofe under our Lee- 
Quarter, and gave us their Broadfide, 
which we returned, and engaged for an 
Hour and an half; the other two came up 
and fired, but at too great a Diftance. The 
Worcefler and Strafford fired fome Shot at 
the Enemy; fome of our Ships were fo 
confufed, that they fired into us and Jett us; 
the Enemy foon after bore away, and join.- 
ed their Fleet.

On Saturday, Offober 18, being in the 
Fleet of above so Sail, under Convoy of 
the Woolwich and Sewerr, we were fur- 
prized by fome French Mer of War ; upon 
which our Convoy quitted the Fleet, and 
were chafed by the French; and in the 
Evening we hcard a long Repetition of 
Gurs, and fuppofed them engaged. On 
Tuefday the 21{t. in Lat. 47, we were ta- 
ken by a French Privateer, called tiie Teme- 
vera, belonging to Bayonze, which had 
been there upon her Station 15 Days, and 
had taken two Veffels, and we were the 
third, Upon boarding us, they took out 
Capt. Rawlinfen, and feven more of the 
Crew, and returned us fix French, to con- 
duct us to Bayonne ; and we continued our 
Courfe till Saterday the 25th, at Ten in 
the Morning, when our Fresich Captain 
judg’d himfelf to be within 12 Leagues of 
Cape Ortugal, I being unwilling to go into 
a French Prifon, made an Attempt upon 
the fix Frenchman, with the Affiftance of 
one Man and a {mail Boy, as follows: 
My Man I arm’'d ‘with the Carpenter’s Ax, 
the Boy with an Adze, and myfelf with the 
Captain’s Sword and an old rufty Pittol 
that would not go off without a Firebrand ; 
they being all upon the Deck, except the 
Captain who was in the Cabin, armed in 
the Manner above-mentioned, I led my 
Crew upon Deck, hoping» an honoura- 
ble Conqueti ; I appointed a Centinel at the 
Hatch, for the Capta'n’s Approach, andim- 
mediately clear’d the \uarter Deck, by da- 
ringly flourifhing my Sword, and prefenting 
my Piftol ; on hearing the Noife the Cap- 
tain came up, faying, Prifener, Prifoner, 0 
Force, anu deliver'd me his Arms. I im- 
snediately made them hoift out the Long- 
Boat, and ordered the Captain, Boatfwain 
and two more to ¢et into her, and veer'd 
them a-ftern, till I hac provided Necefaries 
forthem: I then gave: them the Captain's 
Cheft and Cloaths, and Bedding for the Men,

Otwithtanding the Proclamation pub- 
N lifhed by the Bithop of Liege, a Part 
of the Allied Army have taken their Winter 
Quarters in the Villages of that Bifhoprick, 
tut none of the Troops of either Side have 
defired to have Quarters in the City of Lrege 
ivfelf. Towards the End of Jaft Month, 
Prince Chars of Lorrain left the Army, 
and fet out for Vienna ; and the laft Day of 
the fame Month, the Marfhal Count Saxe 
fet out from Bruffels for Paris ; fo that no- 
thing but fome flight Skirmithes have hap- 
pened in Flanders fince our laft; but it is 
furmifed, that the French are preparing for 
the Execution of fome grand Project on 
that Side during the Winter. The French 
are now bufy raifing Money in their new 
Conquefts, and are like to raife a pretty 
large Sum, the States of Flanders having 
granted them 1,600,000 Fiortzs, and the 
States of Brabant 1,500,000, befides what 
they may expeét from Mamur and Ha:ravlt, 

When the French and Spanifb Army re- 
tired over the Var into Provence, they left 
fmall Garifons in the Caftles of Montalban 
and Villcfrenca, both which were befieged 
by Detachments from the King of Sur- 
dinia’s Army, aS foon as it arrived upon 
the leftBank of the Var. On the 24th ult. 
N.S. the Caftle of Ventimiglia, mentioned 
in our laft, was furrendered to his Sard:ntan 
Majefty, and the Garifon, confifting of 250 
Men, made Prifoners of War ; and by our 
laft Accounts it was faid, that both the Caf- 
thes Of Montalban and Villafranca had fur- 
rendered upon the fame Terms; fo that 
the King of Sardinia is now azain in Pof- 
fion of all that belonged to hiin on that 
Side, together with Fiza/, granted to him 
by the Treaty of Worms, and he has, be- 
fides, a Detachment of his Troops befieg- 
ing the Caftle of Savcna 3 but whether or 
no the Emperor will agree to his keeping 
that Place likewife, after he has taken it, 
‘sas yet a Queftion. In the mean Time he 
3 gone himielf to Turin, and the Aufrian 
Troops that are to make an Irruption into 
Proven ‘, in Conjunction with an auxiliary 
Corps of Piedmontefe Troops, are daily ar- 
niving in the County of Nice, fome of them 
having already paffed the Var, and Count 
/rowwn, Who is to command on that Expe- 
Crfion in Chief, embarked at Genoa, the rith 
Int. N.S. on board an English Man of 

yar, in erder to go by Sea to Nice. 

When the French and Spantards fir 
Pafted the Var, they bufied themfelves for 
ome Time in raifing Redoubts and In- 
renchments on the Right of that River, as 

they intended to difpute the Paffage with 
he uftrians ; but upon the Sth Init. N.S. 
fter a grand Council of War, it was re- 
bived to abandon the Banks of the Yar, 
Account of the Difficulty both of guard - 
that River, and of fubfifting in that 
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Country. Whereupon they razed the Re- 
doubts and Intrenchments they had made, 
and retired farther into the Country, Upon 
this, the Nobility and People of that! ro~ 
vince have all taken Arms for their own 
Defence, and they feem to have great 
Need fo to do; for mott of the Spun/> 
Troops have either embarked for Naples, or 
retired to Sawoy, and the French Army, by 
itfelf alone, is not as yet in any Condition 
to ftand againit the <dufrians and Pied 
monti fe. 

The King of France has made a Prefent 
of Soo,cco Liwres to the Pretender’s eldeft 
Son, and has fettled on him a ention of 
600,000 Livresa Year; and farther, fa- 
luted him with the Title of Royal Hich- 
nefs. ‘The Earl of Morton, one of the fix. 
teen Peers for Scotland, who has been fome 
Time in France for his Health, has been 
fent to the Bafii.fe; and is ftill detained, 
notwithflanding the utmoft Applcation 
made for his Difcharge by M. Yan Hovey, 
the Dutch Miniter at Paris. Soon after the 
Brit:jb Fleet retired from the Coaft of Bri- 
tany, we had the follow.ng Remark upon 
that Expedition from Vanms in that Pro- 
vinee. ‘© The Engl jb might have dore us 
irreparable Damage, if the General, who 
commanded the Debarkation, had Known 
what a bad State of Dcfzmce we were in, 
This Vifit is an Alarm, which has awakened 
us out of the too great Security we before 
lived in. They will not catch us again fo 
unprovided. All the Places will be furnmifhed 
with Provifions and Ammunition, and fuf- 
ficiently garifoned to protect them from 
any future Infults.*’-—The Minifters of 
France are at prefent bu'y in difpatch- 
ing Orders to Troops to march from all 
Parts into Provence, where they boait, they 
fhal foon have an Army of 70,000 Men, 
the Command of which has been given to 
Marthal Pellifle, the Marfhal Mariidors bee 
ing recalled. They are likewife bufy in 
contriving how to make a great Augmen- 
tation of their Army againit next Summer, 
and how to raife Money for that Purpofe, 
Amongft others, a Tax has been laid upon 
Plate, and another upon Jewels, both which 
have been remonitrated againit by the Pare 
lament of Paris. 

There has been for fome Time a Talls 
as if a Treaty of Peace was in Agitation 
between the Courts of London and Madrid ; 
bnt now it appears, that it was only a 
Treaty between the South Sea Company and 
the Spani/b Chamber of Commerce, for for- 
nifhing the Spari/> America with Negoes, 
even during the War, which, it feems, was 
concluded the 4th of Seprember latt. 

On the 15 Inft. N.S. her Royal Highnefé 
the Princefs of Orange, was fafely deliver'd 
of a Princefs, at Leewwarden.
